A GREAT LONELY LANS: 


ae 
Keewatin Is One of the Most Earty 
Discovered Parts of Canada. 

Keewatin, the new addition to the 
Province of Ontario, is a great lonely 
land of pulpwood and Laurentian 
rocks, with intervals of the Huronian 
overlying Keewatin formations, in 
which they are discovering mineral 
values up in old New Ontario, at Co« 
balt, Porcupine, and other places, to 
day. It is a higher, bolder land as a 
rule than the region paralleling the 
southerly curve of James Bay immedi 
ately north of Toronto Along the 
Jamés Bay part of it are coastal flats 
with clay and boulder beaches reac h- 
ing far out into the shallow water, 
and muskeg swamps inland, But 
northerly, past Cape Henrietta Marie, 


further along the Hudson Bay shore 
, itself, the hills arise, and the granite 
outcrops of the world’s most ancient 


rock. Underlying the alluvial flats of 
the river va leys, covered with mus. 
keg moss, limestone occurs in level 
beds. At one time Hudson Bay spread 
ver these lowlands, south and west, 
and pressed the mud sediment into 
stone. The country has been rising, 
the geologists say, lifting up out of 
the sea, during the last 10,000 years, 
or else the sea is receding. Geological 
efforts take time, however. The Hud- 
fon Bay harbors are safe for an age 
or two yet probably. 


Of these new Ontario harbors on 
Moose Factory lies near. 
jest to Toronto, Port Nelson farthest 
away. Both have been used for three 
centuries by the Hudson Bay Co. in 
the fur trade. Both, to fit them for 
the modern ships of commerce, will 
have to be dredged. Moose River can 
be opened up with a two-mile channel 
through the bar across its mouth 
The present channel ranges from 
about 25 to 7 feet low tide. Similarly 
with Port Nelson. The Hudson Bay 
ships anchor two miles out, and their 
eargoes are lightered in’ sma!! boats 
and flat scows.

A Canadian bulletin issued Inst 
year contains details of an interesting 
experiment in the growing of clover 
for the distinct purpose of increasing 
the nitrogen content in a tract of land 
Clover was grown on this tract con 
tinuously for a nine-year period. The 
ground was dug over every second 


| year and the plot reseeded, the hay 


that was cut each season being allow- 
ed to rot on the ground. The soi! wae 
analyzed at the beginnings of the ex- 
periment and at intervals later, At 
the end of nine years it was found 
that each acre of soil to a depth of 
four inches contained 472 pounde 
more nitrates than at the beginning, 
worth on an average $9.36 per acre 
each year, or $84.96 for the nine year 
period, If this clover had been fed to 
stock instead of being allowed to rot 
it is admitted that nearly as large an 
amount of nitrogen would have been 
contributed to the soil,

Relics of the Past. 

During excavation work, a part of 
jthe wall which once enclosed old St. 
‘Paul’s has been discovered at the cor- 
ner of Paternoster row and St. Paul's 
alley, London. The wall, which is 
about sixt” feet long, is tuade of chalk 
jand rubble, and was built in the 12th 
century. On the same site pieces of

Tt is perhaps not generally realiz- 
ed that some species of sharks are 
amone the hugest of marine animals, 
yet it is a fact. that certain of these 
creatures can be compared only with 
the whale. These giant sharks, how- 
ever, are not well known, they are 
very rare, turn up in most out of the 
|way places, and usually disintegrate 
| before they can be carefully measured 
|or studied. The largest species living 

the present day are the great 
Whale Shark and the Basking Shark. 
The former is known from at various 
times at the Cape of Good Hape, on 
the coast of India, Peru, Lower Cali- 
fornia, the Pacific archipelagoes, and, 
most recently, Florida 

Tt ia thus very widely distributed. 
It attains a length of over fifty feet, 


says Mr. Louis Hussakof, whose re 
cent paper we quote, A specimen 
taken in the Seychelles in 1563 was 


measured and found to be over forty- 
five feet, and others recorded from 
the same locality by a reliable observ 
er were over fifty. Fortunately, this 
monster is quite Larmless. It bas 
very small teet, and feeds upon the 
minute organisme abounding at the 
surface of the sea, which it strains 
through ite gill rakers, The same is 
true of the great Basking Shark, 
which is found especially in the Are 
tic Ocean. This species approaches 
the Whale Shark in size, and like & 
is an entirely harmless creature, feed- 
ing upon the micro-organisms of the 
tea. But if the largest sharks of to- 
day are harmless, the same is not 
true, Mr. Hussakof contends, of their 
congeners ji the past. In Eocene 
times, the geologic age, during which 
mammals rose to their place of su- 
premacy in the animal world, there 
lived in the sea a giant shark larger 
than ary of the present day, and 
withal a most terrific monster. This 
shark has received considerable atten- 
tion during the past year through the 
fact that the Museum of Natura! His- 
tory has procured several hundred 
teeth of this species which have been 
set up in a restoration of its jaws. 


{| A word about these jaws; they are 


of sufficient size, opened up, to allow 
five or six men to walk abreast right 
into the mouth. The teeth are ar- 
ranged in rows above and below, those 
in the middle of each row being the 
largest. One of them which was es- 
pecially measured is four and one- 
quarter inches wide at the base of the 
erown and six inches high.
